But the harm done 
by the lice working unmolested while 
her motherly instinct keeps the hen 
busy is more responsible for her run- 
down condition than the energy re- 
quired in the actual work of incubating 
the eggs. 


The dusting with lice powder should 


be done not only at the beginning of 
the hatch, but about once a week 
throughout the sitting period.

THE 
SELECTIVE ARMY DRAFT 


The most important measure be- 


fore the 
Congress of the United 


States today and the one which af- 
fects the nation most is the Con- 
scription Act or the Selective Draft 
measure. It ,has not been thorough- 
ly understood by most people under 
tte name of "Selective Draft" which 
President Wilson advocates with the 
General Army Staff and most of the 
United States Senators with a slight 
majortiy of the House, if any at all. 


Under the Selective Draft, if it 


should become a law, the President 
•would in 30, 60 or 90 days, by pro- 
clamation order the citizens of each 
state to come together at a certain 
- place, likely the usual place of vot- 


ing, on a certain day and hour spe- 
cified, as is done on election days, 
and register their ages, occupation 
or professions, 
single or 
married, 


etc., on registration sheets furnshed 
for that purpose 
These sheets are 


returned to parties designated by 


— persons in authority who send them 


to Washington for filing. When the 
registration is completed 
the 
bill 


framed states that citizens between 
18 and 25 are to be selected from 
the lists and those of each district 
between those ages have their names 
placed on a slip of paper as select- 
ing a jury, deposited in a wheel, 
mixed up and drawn out one at a 
time until that township's or dis- 
trict's proportion is drawn. These 
then in turn are examined physically 
for qualifications and requirements 
and the able-bodied are taken. 
A 


very heavy fine and imprisonment 
are imposed on those who fail to re- 
gister without reasonable excuse. Ev- 
asion of the duty is severely dealt 
with under the bill. 


The advantages of the system are 


that it creates a definite instead of 
an indefinite number of soldiers and 
draws on all districts alike in pro- 
portion to population and thus does 
not deplete any one section of an ex-

LESSON TEXT—John 12 12-19 
GOLDEN TEXT—Blessed Is the King 


3f Israel that cometh in the name of the 
U>rd—John 12 13. 


This lesson marks the beginning of 


Hint last tin eric week in the life of 
rur Lord, the most important week in 
ill history since creation. 
The date 


was probably April 1, A. D. 30. 


I. The Lesson of His Kinship, (w. 


12-16). Reading carefully the record 
of each evangelist, regarding this tri- 
umphal entry, we are still at a loss 
fully to describe the scene. 
It oc- 


curred the day following the supper in 
the home of Mary and Martha and 
Lazarus, _i. e. on the Jewish Sabbath. 
Trom Bethphage Jesus sent two of 
his disciples into Jeiusalem to secure 
the colt. They were to loose him with- 
out asking anyone's permission, and 
bring the ass and her colt to him to 
whom all things belong, with no other 
explanation than, "The Lord hath need 
of them" (Matt. 21 -3). This command 
was in line with the prophecy (Zech. 
9 9). The young ass was a symbol of 
peaoe, but the going of the discip'es, 
in obedience to his command, was an 
act of faith, and obedience is the su- 
preme test 
of discipleship 
(John 


11 14). 
In response to their faith, 


they found everything just as he said 
it would be (Luke 19 H2). 
Placing 


their garments upon the colt (Matt. 
21 7) Jesus rode xipon it toward the 
citv the people crvn^ "Ilo^anna"— 
literally "S.wp, I beseech" (Ps 19 37- 
10 : see Lnice 19 38 ; Mt. 11 9-10; Matt. 
21 9). The enthusiasm of the moment 
was tremendous. For the moment this 
preat crowd (Mk. 11-8) believed that 
Je«us T\as reiiilv the Messiah, threw 
tho garments of their hoi diy nttn e in 
his wnv (Mutt. 21-S), and cast their 
pal'n branches before him The Phari- 
fpc-s prot^«-tod (Lu'.oig 39-^0). but the 
enemies of J^sus fen- the moment were 
impotent (Tohn 12-10). 
The Phari- 


sees foreot their d r;nitv to such an 
exlent as to set exutfd alons \Mth the 
multitude, thousrh ^ ith another pur- 
pose (Sep Liike 19 ^7-40). 
Unfor- 


tunately the enthusiasm of the peo- 
ple was not long HA ed. M inv of the 
same ones \\ere soon crvins "Cmrifv 
him" (Ch. 19-l-i-l 5). 
Jfsus himself 


d'd not join in the seneril ioy (Luke 
19 11^4), for he, t\ ith prophetic eje, 
saw the outcome (Luke 19.41-44). 


II. The Lesson of Reverence (vv. 17- 


19) 
It is one thing to acknowledge 


Jfsus as a King. It is quite another to 
revere him as Lord and Savior. Never 
^as there a time when we need more 
to have reverence for things holy and 
for constituted authority than the 
present day 
The act of reverence on 


the part of this multitude for the God- 
anointed King ought to be a suggestion 
to those who look upon Jesus merely 
as a man. 


Ride triumphantly; 
Behold \ve lay 
Our lusts and proud wills in Thy way 
Jesus' grief Is in strange contrast 


with the joy of the multitude. The 
practical application for us today is: 
"•Have we cast our talents before him, 
God's rightfully anointed King?" There 
had been a large company of people 
present when Jesus was at the tomb 
of Lazarus, and raised him from the 
dead. 
The testimony of these eye- 


Mitnesses to the power of Jesus must 
have had great weight with the multi- 
tude. The enthusiasm of this crowd 
for Jesus^excited the hatred of the 
Pharisees, making It all the more In- 
tense, for they saw the crowd forsak- 
ing them, and following one whom 
they envied and hated. To one anoth- 
er they exclaimed, "Behold, how ye 
prevail nothing." Notice the personal 
pronoun "ye," seeking to lay the fault 
upon others rather than taking their 
own share of the burden, another 
tonch of human nature which is evi- 
dent even today. 


III. The Lesson of the Greek Pil- 


grims (VT. 20-26). These Greeks came 
first to Philip, who himself was a 
Greek. The hour had come (v. 23) 
when the work of Jesus for the Jews 
was to be finished. The Jews had 
been threatened with Greek religion, 
and that assault had been stopped by 
the Pharisees. Christ came first to 
the Jews that through them he might 
reach the Gentiles. Now his work for 
the Jews is done. He rejoices as he 
sees the Greeks coming to him, for it 
was to be In Greek dress and In Greek 
form of expression that Christianity 
was to conquer the world. But this 
rejoicing Is tinned with sorrow, for it 
was a prophecy of the price that he 
must pay for the redemption of the 
world. 


The Son of Man was glorified by his 


death; he was glorified by his recep- 
tion on the part of the Gentiles; he 
\v»h glon tied by the approval of the 
Father. 


Vorse 24 expresses one of the most 


tremendous facts In the life of Jesus 
(Cf. I Cor. 15:36). 


Think of the rich frulfs of Christ's 


death, the countless lives that he 
reached and ennobled, and the effect 
of his life on the practical affairs of 
the world, the hospitals and every 
movement for the advancement and 
the well-being of mankind which can 
be traced to the influence of his life.
